murder, she bared to the world the in­ 
nermost secrete of her 
soul—a por­ 
trayal for which a sanctuary were a 
more fliting place than the crowded, 
gaping courtroom. 
It was the same 
story she told Harry Thaw in Paris in 
laos, when he had 
asked her to lie- 
come his wife—the confession of one 
who felt there was an insurmountable 
barrier 
to her 
ever becoming 
the 
bride of the man she loved. 
In the big 
witness chair 
she ap­ 
peared but 
a slip of a girl 
and she 
told the pitiful story of her eventful 
young 
life in a 
frank, girlish 
way. 
When tears came unbidden to her big 
brown eyes and slowly trickled their 
way down scarlet cheeks, she strove 
in vain to keep them back. 
Though 
the 
lump 
in 
hor throat 
at 
times 
seemed about to 
smoother her, she 
forced the words from trembling lips 
and by a marvelous display of c ou rage, 
which took her willingly to hor stag 
goring ordeal, she shook off a depres­ 
sion which once threatened to become 
an absolute collapse. 
Aq Hie young wife unfolded the nar­ 
rative of lier girlhood 
and told the 
early 
struggles of 
herself and 
her 
mother to keen body and soul togeth­ 
er; of hew gaunt poverty stood ever 
at the door and how' she finally was 
able to earn a livelihood 
by posing 
for photographers 
and artists, 
she 
won tho murmured sympathy of the 
throng 
which filled every

space in the big courtroom. 


Tells the Whole Pitiful Story. 


Then 
came the 
relation 
of the 
wreck of that girlhood at sixteen years 
I of age. 
It was the story of her meet- 
‘ ing with Stanford White, the story of 
,the 
sumptuous 
studio 
apartment, 
I whose dingy exterior gave no hint of 
the luxurious furnishings within; of a 
velvet covered swing 
in which one 
could 
swing 
until 
slippered 
toes 
crashed through the paper of a Japa­ 
nese parasol swung from the ceiling; 
the story of a glass of champagne, of 
black, whirling sensations and of mir­ 
rored bedroom walls. 
Tn short, she 
told all the story.- 
“Don’t scream so; it is nil over; it. 
is all right.” 
“ And this was Stanford W hite?” 
The question came from Dolphin M. 
Dolmas, now conducting the defense 
of Harry Thaw. 
“Yes, pi’-.'' 
The stillness of the crowd, which 
was big, bustling, shoving and snarl­ 
ing over some especially coveted seat 
when court 
convened, was 
its own 
tribute 
ti* the effect 
of tho 
girl's 
story. 
Into the narrative 
there en­ 
tered nothing of the 
woman of the 
world. 
A girl in fact and figure, Mrs. 
Thaw' was still 
a girl as she 
with­ 
stood an ordeal which might*well have 
startled Into terror a woman of ma­ 
ture years and harsher experiences 
than hers. 
Into the narrative she in­ 
jected many little touches of a young 
girl’s hopes and disappointments. 


The Story of Her Girlhood. 
Of hor early life she related how 
her mother had gone from Pittsburg 
to Philadelphia to secure assistance 
and how she and her brother How­ 
ard—the brother 
who has 
been in 
court many 
days but not 
once has 
gone near his sister—w’ere placed on 
a train by friends and sent to their 
mother. 
She recalled that the two lit. 
tie travelers had trouble with the con­ 
ductor, who wanted to put their cat 
out of the car. Hut, she naively added, 
they held fast possession of it, just 
the same 
She told of her arrival in New York, 
of her life here and eventually the ac­ 
ceptance by her mother of the thrice- 
refused invitation of a girl of the thea­ 
ter to meet 
some of her 
friends at 
luncheon. 
The 
girl’s 
mother 
told 
Evelyn’s mother they were people in 
New York society and perfectly prop­ 
er, else she would not let her girl go 
with theft 
“When she carne for me In the han­ 
som,” said the witness, “I remember 
hoping we were going to the Waldorf 
I had 
heard so 
much about 
it and 
wanted so to go there. 
Hut the ban- 
tom stopped in front of a dingy look­ 
ing building in West Twenty-fourth 
street 
and I was 
told 
to get 
out. 
Mother had dressed me. 
My* skirts 
were just to my shoe tops then “ 
This was in August, I DOI. 
“He was a big and fat and ugly man 
♦—I remember him meeting us al the

He gave me presents and 
my mother let rue go to other parties.

dressed. 
She 
began to scream 
and 
White said; “Don’t scream so; it is 
all over; it is all right.” 
White then took her home and sh e 
sat up all night crying. 
White made 
her swear that she would never tell 
her mother, saying tho greatest thing 
in this; world was not to get found out. 
Thus the story ran, with just hero 
end there an interruption by Mr. Dol­ 
mas to a d v is e the girl to fix the dates 
of the variou. happenings and to tell 
Just what s h e had told Harry Thaw 
when he asked her to become his wife. 
Tt was through the fact that she had 
told everything to “ Harry” that she 
vas permitted under the rule to give 
nor story to tile jury. 
Thaw sat pale 
but brave faced be­ 
side his counsel when his wife took 
the 
stand. 
The 
tw-o 
o .changed 
glances 
and tile faintest of 
smiles 
played about the firmly set lips of tile 
girl. 
She wore the same blue, long 
coated dress she had on each day of 
the 
trial. 
Her 
hair, 
braided 
and 
looped well down on her neck, was 
caught with a big black ribbon how. 
Her cheeks 
were pale at first, 
but 
mounted crimson when she was told 
to give all 
the details of her 
expe­ 
rience with the man who fell a victim 
to her husband’s pistol. 


Witness Young and Beautiful. 
Mrs. Thaw wore the flat, black vel­ 
vet hat, trimmed only with one little 
bunch of violets, which 
had become 
familiar as a part of her costume. Site 
was unveiled, however, 
for the first 
time and her youth and beauty were 
remarked 
by 
everyone. 
Masses 
of 
black hair waved beneath the velvet 
brim of her hat and helped form the 
frame for the girlish face of almost 
perfectly moulded features. The brown 
eyes looked through long black lashes; 
the brow's were symmetrically arched. 
In the sympathy-impelling story of 
the girl, the girlish 
fascination of a 
voice of softest quality, 
yet ringing 
clear 
In enunciation, the 
courtroom 
lost view of tho prisoner. 
Hut when 
there came a halt in the girl’s fight 
against the tears, the people who had 
gazed unceasingly at her lowered their 
eyes as if the relief from their stare 
might bring her the composure she 
finally 
won. 
Then they saw 
Harry 
Thaw again. 
His whole frame 
shaking, he sat 
with his head buried in his hands, a 
handkerchief covering the eyes. Where 
the 
defendant 
sits 
he is 
all 
but 
shielded from the Jury. 
Bent over the 
table as he sobbed, he could not be 
seen at all. 
Thus Thaw' sat for mnnv 
minutes and when he finally lifted his 
head his eyes were red and swollen. 
New Precedent in Court. 


Even if they could 
have seen. the 
jurors would have had no eyes for the 
prisoner. 
They, too, had turned their 
gaze ftoni the witness 
as tile tears 
came to her voice as well as her eyes, 
and each man of the twelve seemed in­ 
tent upon some object on the floor be­ 
fore him. 
Justice Fitzgerald looked 
out through the long grated windows. 
The scene 
and the story 
marked a 
new' precedent in the history of crim­ 
inal proceedings in New York city. 
Mrs. Thaw' was si ill 
on the stand, 
her direct examination uncompleted, 
when the day was done. 
Once during 
the afternoon she was excused for an 
hour while I awyer 
Frederick Long­ 
fellow was sworn to fix the date of 
certain letters written to him by Har­ 
ry Thaw' subsequent to the revelations 
Miss Nesbit had made to him in Paris.

Tile letters were written by Thaw' to 
Mr. Longfellow as his attorney.

Disconnected and jerky, jump­ 
ing 
from 
subject 
to subject, 
they 
nevertheless breathe the love he bore 
the girl, am! he

Square roof garden and also related 
stories 
told her by

Washington. Feb. S.- The Indian ap­ 
propriation Dill received rough hand 
ling at the hands of lite senate. 
The 
amendments of tile committee and es­ 
pecially those suggested by the special 
committee, which went to the Indian 
Territory last summer to Investigate 
conditions there, were nearly all re­ 
jected on points of order. 
Tho pro­ 
vision which allowod.full blood Indians 
of the Indian Territory to sell their 
surplus land was defeated by a vote 
of 31 to 22, which leaves in force the 
provision of law known as tho McCum- 
ber amendment, prohibiting the alien­ 
ation of such 
lands for 
twenty-five 
years. 
The defeated provision has been the 
subject of debate for the greater part 
of the past two days. 
The coal lands 
amendment allowing 
the surface of 
coal lands in the Indian Territory to 
be sold and which was regarded as of 
equal Importance with that providing 
for the removal of the restrictions on 
alienation, was ruled out of the bill on 
p point of order, made bv Senator Till­ 
man, without discussion. 


Other Defeated Amendments. 


Among other defenated amendments 
were: 
Allowing city and town officers 
in the Indian T e r r it o r y to hold over 
until tho tate of the new state consti­ 
tution should bo decided; requiring 
the recording in the courts of all In­ 
dian leases: authorizing the court of 
claims 
to adjudicate private 
Indian 
claims; allowing tho surface of coal 
lands to he sold in the territory of tin' 
Choctaw and Chickasaw nations; al­ 
lowing the cancelling of certain Indian 
allotments in Nevada in furtherance 
of reclamation projects; 
appropriat­ 
ing $215,000 to investigate the legality 
of certain land transfers by the Mexi­ 
can Kickapoo Indians of Oklahoma, 
and authorizing the attorney general 
to make such investigation. 
Among the committee 'amendments 
w’hich the senate agreed to was one 
authorizing the survey of additional 
towns in the coal and asphalt region 
in tile Indian Territory; provision for 
the continuance of a pending suit af 
feeling the distribution of the tribal 
funds of tile Cherokee Nation; and a 
provision 
for opening tho 
Blackfoot 
Indian reservation in Montana. 
But one contested amendment in tile 
bill remains to be 
disposed of, that 
providing 
that the 
court of 
(‘blinis 
shall decide tim right of the Colorado 
Ft es to about 2,000,000 acres of land, 
which has been taken by the general 
government for a forest reserve.

births.

records for the city of

showed 147 d eaths

more equal 
than in any r;i

t 
does not indicate that Brainerd is 
less h ealthy than the outlying tow ns 
but rather that her excellent hospitals 
and physicians attract desperate cases 
from 
the surrounding 
country and 
towrns. 
In Brainerd in 1006 there wore 
36 at least died, who were b rought 
to 
Brainerd hospitals sick or injured. 
As 
a rule people are not taken to a hospital 
unless in a dangerous condition and the 
fact that the d eaths among those cases 
did not outnum ber the 
preponderance 
of births is very creditable to our 
h os­ 
pitals and physicans. 
Mr. Joh n ston has not

the records so as to be able to give
